Noth- 
ing is more painful than a btiiiion when 
s-wollen and Inflamed, but with proper 
treatment it may be more easily cured 
than an ordinary corn, , It Is occasioned 
oy too great pressure on tne joints, a 
shoe that Is too short, or ill-fitting, 
hence the first thing to do Is to give 
the foot absolute rest If very tender 
or greatly inflamed, It should be bathed 
Ja hot water, to which a little borax 
is added, and the bunion painted with 
iodine. When the Inflammation is re- 
duced, procure a cork or felt sole, and 
strip the foot to it, cover the joint with 
a plaster, and over all slip a large cloth 
slipper. By this treatment all the sore- 
ness will leave the joint in the course 
of twelve or fourteen days, when the 
cork sole and the loose slipper may be 
discarded and a comfort shoe worn. 
Bemfon may be applied to the bunion 
to protect it from friction and pressure. 
thus preventing a return of the trouble.

cease, an ointment 
made of twelve 


grains of iodine, naif an ounce of pow- 
dered bora: and the fourth of an ounce 
of spermaceti, mixed well, may be ap-

BobWnn aad Labor Vmlotn. 


The fact that the Cleveland club had 


some trouble with organized labor in 
Cleveland last summer has been used 
against it. These are tne facts in tad 
caae. as related by Pat Tebeair "lA»t 
spring Mr. Robison, tfae president of 
the Cleveland club, started to build a 
new stand at the ball park. Bids were 
received, and a Cleveland firm got the 
contract. The team left 
for Hot 


Springs .to train, and both the Rob- 
insons left with it. They were ab- 
sent an entire month. While they 
were gone work started on the stand 
and the contractor employed 'scab' la- 
bor. This was done without the knowl- 
edge of the Robisons. Of this I am 
quite certain. When Mr. Robison re- 
turned he found the Central Trades 
and Labor Union of Cleveland waiting 
for him with complaints. He investi- 
gated and found that 
his ground- 


keeper was the only one who was 
aware that non-union labor had been 
employed. Notwithstanding the 
fact 


that the ground-keeper was the best 
man in his line In America, and had 
worked for him for sixteen years, Mr. 
Robison discharged him because he 
failed to inform him of the true state 
of affairs. This, however, did not ap- 
pease labor leaders, and they present- 
ed a rather arbitrary document to Mr. 
Hobison, calling for most unreasona- 
ble concessions and pledges, which he 
refused to sign. Then a boyoctt was 
instituted, which prevailed all sum- 
mer. 
Now, however, all differences 


have been amicably adjusted, and the 
Cleveland club is in good standing 
with organized labor. I want to say, 
as an employe of Mr. Robison, that no 
better employer of labor can be found 
in the world. I think that every ball 
player who has worked for him will 
coincide with me." 


Bade In the I-eagpne. 


Joshua M Goar, who •will return io 


the National League in 1895 and wear 
a Cincinnati uniform, was born Janu- 
ary 31, 1870, at Lisbon, Ind., and 
learned to play ball on. the lots around 
his home, afterwards playing with 
amateur teams at Cambridge City, Ind, 
His first professional engagement was 
with the Miracle Club of the Indiana 
State League in JS90, which finished 
second in the race for the pennant of 
that leagu*1. He was re-engaged by

that club for the season of 1891. In 
1892 he was with the Anderson (Ind) 
Club. During the seasons of 1893 and 
1894 he was once more with the Mun- 
cie Club. It was in the latter season 
that he applied to D. A. Long of the 
Toledo Club of the Western League foi 
a position on his team, but although 
his terms were accepted late in the sea- 
son by Long, he did not report- H? 
did write for a contract, however, and 
his name went on the reserve list at 
the close of the season of 1894 In the 
spring of 1885 Goar was erratic and un- 
reliable. He became careless and in a 
game his delivery was batted for 22 
hits; then he returned to his home, 
hut hp was, released bv Long, who 
thought that he had something in him 
.f he would only exert himself. 
It 


was fully three weeks before he was 
heard from, then 
he 
came unan- 


nounced. 
Fresh from the cars and 


without a bit of warming up he put 
on a uniform and, while not winning 
out, he kept the odds against his team 
from growing any larger 
He toolt 


part that season in ninety-two cham- 
pionship games with the Toledo team, 
in thirty-two of which he filled the 
pitcher's position and the remaining 
sixty games he played in the outfield 
in twenty-six, while he filled various 
other positions in the other thirty-four 
games. He was purchased 
by 
the 


Pittsburg at the close of that season, 
but his work was not satisfactory and 
he was farmed out to Grand Rapids of 
the 
Western 
League. 
Cincinnati 


bought his release before the begin- 
ing of this season and farmed him out 
to Indianapolis, tor wnicn team ae 
pitched 
In first-class form. 
Illness 


•ept him out of the game last year. 


Ban Johnson's Vtam. 


According to President Johnson of 


the Westers Baseball League, thers 5s 
every possibility that the 
National 


League will shorten Ha circuit before 
the first game is played next spring. 
It may be an eight-club circuit, but 
it Is more likely that ten clubs will be 
the limit. 
Tb« clubs that will flrot 


bo eliminated will be Cleveland and 


LewUvllle. If either of these cities 
will be without » franccli* the West- 
ern League will have a club la one 
of them—probably Cleveland. Coming 
from President Johnson, the announce- 
ment must be regarded as authorita- 
tive. The bend of the western organ- 
ization stands in close touch with tht 
National League magnates, and 
he 


returned lately from the field of ar- 
guments and discussions in New York. 
It was President Johnson's opinion 
(hat at toe rate the assets ot some of 
the league clubs are going it would 
only be a question of time before sev- 
eral of them would have to go into 
liquidation. He commented strongly 
on the financial management of the 
league, and said he had been informed 
while in New York that It would b« 
impossible for some of the clubs to 
last through another season.—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

Roony Viox, the brilliant young sec- 


ond baseman of the Kansas City Club, 
the champions o: the Western League, 
was born in Cincinnati on July 15.

and made a most brilliant record, 
clearly demonstrating his ability to 
travel in faster company.

Some 
time ago a "syndicate" in an eastern cay 
proposed to furnish The Fanners Voice 
with a few columns of information each 
week at a very moderate price. A sam- 
ple of the proposed matter accompanied 
the proposition which led to a rejection 
of the offer at once. However, several 
Journals of the political kind with an 
"agricultural" department accepted the 
terms and have been printing the matter 
In all seriousness. 


In a recent installment of this stuff 


we find some advice about the care of 
ducks in winter. It says they should be 
fed on corn mostly, although a little 
meat "will not hurt." The corn should 
be fed about one-half shelled and the 
remainder on the cob, the shelled corn 
to be thrown among straw. The object 
of this Is to give the ducks sesdfttf ex- 
ercise by scratching for the grain or 
picking it off the cob. Any one who has 
ever watched a flock of ducks scratching 
or picking corn off the cob will under- 
stand the amount of exercise it would 
require for them to get enough to eat 
They would no doubt find most of tha 
loose corn in the straw by feeling 
through it with their bills, but when it 
comes to picking corn off the cob a duck 
is not well fined for this purpose. To 
be sure, they will worry over an ear of 
corn and eventually get the corn off, 
but it is doubtful if they would ever get 
enough to keep them from being hun- 
gry unless the corn should be very dry 
and loose on the cob. 


> Corn, wheat or oats soaked and thrown 
into a trough of water where the ducks 
can flsh for it is the way they like best 
They are naturally calculated to eat wet 
feed of any kind and will fish for it 
with delight and thrive on it 
Many 


flocks ui ducks suffer for water in win- 
ter, and they should be given access to 
it all the time. 


Prom January 1 they should be given 


some kind of meat feed, for no flock o! 
ducks will do its best without some form 
of msat It is objected that this kind of 
feed is not available for the farmer 
It 


is within the reach of any one who ?i»» 
write a letter and the cost Is not great 
We buy dried and ground beef scraps 
and oyster sheila for oar poultry because 
whenever we fe«J these things we get 
eggs regularly winter and eussmer, and 
when we fall to supply them in winter 
we get no eggs. Ducks require tiie same 
elements In the feed to produce eggs 
that hens mast have. If this is not giv- 
en during the first months of the year 
the flacks will not begin to lay until 
they can get out and find Insect feed in 
the spring. They may produce a few 
eggs, but -will not lay regularly on an 
all-grain ration. They are ravenous eat- 
ers, and it pays to feed them large!} on 
ground grain, such as coarsely ground 
corn, ground oats and wheat middlings 
If to these ue add two ounces of dried 
meat 10 each ducfc a week we will get 
eggs early m the spring and be able to 
have our ducks hatched early and get 
the best prices lor them when they arc 
ready to sell at ten weeks old. Even 
year sees an advance in the price at 
spring ducks in the West because of a 
better appreciation of their merit as a 
delicacy, and the market is rarely crowd- 
ed with them 
With poultrj, as with 


farming, a diversity of interests is ad- 
vantageous.

it does to put a pound on any other 
breed, and the price is no smaller. The 
body is plump and th« akin yellow and 
attractive, so the market favors them in 
this respect. 


Another thing: It is' impossible to get 


a Leghorn hen too fat to lay if she is 
given egg-producing feed and an oppor- 
tunity to scratch. Being of an active 
disposition, she will ke*>p in good health 
even in a small yard if given scratching 
material to work in. 


This is not a defense of the Leghorn 


hen. 
Give her liberty and neglect to 


feed her plenty of tbe kind of feed she 
must have to furnish the ingredients of 
eggs, and she will find what she wants 
even if she most scale tbe garden wall 
or go over Into the next township to 
get it However, with all fcsr faults we 
love her still.

The honey region of the North Is a 


comparatively narrow section across the 
continent, and there are less than a doz- 
en species of flowers that yield large 
enough quantities of surplus honey to 
be a factor in our general markets, says 
a writer in "Gleanings." The South fur- 
nishes a much larger variety of honey- 
yielding flora. There are at least two 
main reasons for this. One is, the great- 
T diversity of soil; and the other is, 
that the nearer one gets to the tropics, 
or what many call the frost-line, th« 
greater the variation in vegetation wlth- 
n short distances on a north and south 
ine. The southern part of our country 
is so near this frost-line that radical 
changes in plant growth occur within 
short distances. One can Journey on a 
railroad train, between sunrise and sun- 
set of any day, and not a single flower 
hat yields honey where he started from 
n the morning will be found where he 
s at night There are three sections in 
'lorida in which the honey-flora of each 


differs widely from that of the others, 
A. large part of the honey from Texas 


Brown Leghorn*. 


After one has Kept one breed of fowls 


for eighteen yean» ho naturally begins 
to feel somewhat prejudiced in its favor 
au<l should be pretty well acquainted 
with its good points and is hat faults it 
may have. Since 1SSO we hare kept 
Brown Leghorns. During that time the 
breed Sas been greatly improved, both 
in size and uniformity of breeding From 
a little two and one-half pound hen the 
^Leghorn has grown to be a four or five 
pounder, and often specimens are found 
to weigh more than this. This increase 
in size has not been followed by decrease 
in production, nor has the breed dete- 
riorated in vigor in any way There are 
still small Leghorns in existence, but 
since the standard was changed to give 
preference to size, other things being 
equal, the small birds are disapnearing 


Two objections are commonly made 


against Leghorns and all the class <o 
which they belong. The first is their 
large combs and the recond their dis- 
position to fly over any fence that can 
be built Neither of these objections is 
tenable when proper conditions OTR ob- 
served. The Leghorn hen that is fed 
all she will eat and gi\en an opportunity 
to dig and scratch from daylight until 
dark will not fly out of a yard that is 
surrounded by a four-foot fence. If the 
winter quarters are as warm as they 
should be for the hardiest fowls on earth 
their combs will not freeze. It is a fact 
that large-combed breads are the best 
layers. The well-bred, well-cared-for 
Leghorn hen can be foiced to lay 175 
eggs a year, and one with good care will 
lay 150 eggs 
This is more eggs thap 


any breed of hens iu the classes that sit 
will produce with the best of care. 


It is a fact that has been established 


that a Leghorn chicken will gio»r to 
broiler size quicker than a chicken of 
any other breed. They are 
In full 


feather at two or three weeks old and 
from that time on are ready to kill, as 
they put on solid flesh from the begin- 
ning. 


Given a warm house and plenty of the 


right kind of feed, and the Leghorn hen 
will lay right through the cold weather 
of winter, at a time when eggs are worth 
the most. We have Leghorn pulleto that 
are laying about five egga a week which 
bcssa laying when five months and two 
days old, and k«pt It up through the 
«sro weather of a few weeks ago without 
regard for th« tempernure.

iffers widely from that from any other 
ection of the South. Honey from the 
iill region of Georgia, around Atlanta, 
iffers from that obtained 200 miles eith- 
r north, south or east from that place.

Each kind of honey obtains its own 
istinetive flavor from the flower that 
-ie:ds it; and it follows as a matter nf 
course that, as the different varieties of 
flowers that yield surplus honey in the 
South are many, so the different kinds of 
honey, eacb with its own distinctive fla- 
vor, are also many. There is no single 
kind of honey that is general to the 
South, as is white clover, basswood, or 
buckwheat general to the North. "We 
have all kinds of flavor ia our Southern 
honey, grading all the way from the 
ipiWcs* bwpy T know of tc tb« strong- 
est, from the whitest to the blackest, and 
from the extra light in weight to the 
heaviest 


It is a much simpler matter to get at 


the facts regarding Cuban honey, as the 
kinds o£ honey from there are so much 
fewer In number. At least t»o-thirds or 
more of all the honey we shall get from 
Cuba comes from a single species of 
flower, the so-called bell-flower. This 
honey is almost exactly like white-clover 
honey, both in color and body, but is a 
trifle milder in flavor. I am inclined to 
think that, as a marketable honey, it will 
bo a little below white clover honey, but 
ibove that from bass-wood While I -was 
m Cuba we sent Mr. Muth about 40,000 
pounds, a good deal more than half of it 
being this kind of honey. He has told 
me that his customers took it readily in 
place of white clover—much better than 
they would have taken basswood honey. 
I have seen but little California honey; 
bwt if wbat I have seen are fair samples 
o£ honey frora that stats, then the bell- 
flow er honey from Cuba will equal if not 
exert it as a marketable honey. Those 
who are so favorably situated that they 
can f nd a home market for their honey 
in the country and small towns will 
hardly feel any rUalry ironi Cuban hon- 
ev; but those of us not so situated, but 
\vbo have to sell in tbe general markets, 
can not help finding such rrvalry a se- 
rious matter 


The rest of the honey from Cuba is ot 


an entirely different 
cnaracter, being 


dark and with veiy strong flavoi—not 
as good a honey either in body or flavor 
as is buckwheat honey, but will probably 
be just as acceptable to the bakers, who 
seem to be the principal consumers of all 
K'.ads of dark sfnng honev. Should 
very many American bee-keepers set up 
business in Cuba I think a good many 
of us will find their rivalry a much more 
serious matter than we shall enjoy.

A duke — the fifth 
Duke or Portland— was said to have 
lived a double life, and when the time 
came for the duplicity to end his alter 
ego, "Thomas Druce." had been re- 
ported dead and a lump of lead had 
been buried in the tomb falsely mark- 
ed with Druce's name. But Drqce and 
the duke, so the story ran, were one 
and the same person. The duke, a 
supersitious bachelor, had contracted 
a liaison under the plebian name and 
the plebeian character of Thomas 
Drnce, a. merchant, whose shop wag 
in the center of Londan. The liaison 
had resulted in eventual marriage 
from which a legitimate 
heir had 


sprung. But the duke went insane, 
and was confined for many years until 
his real death in a private asylum. 
Meanwhile, hiss ostensible heirs had 
circulated the report of Druce's death 
and had performed the sham burial 
to lend artistic verisimilitude to the 
fraud. On the death of the dnke, QIC 
present, or sixth, duke usurped the 
title and the property.

The twelfth duke was only eighteen 


years of age when his father's death 
called him to the succession. He hac 
been educated at Oxford, where 
his 


only reputation was won as a pugilist. 
His raaturer tastes ran entirely in the 
Sine of horses and yachts. He proved 
in every way unflt for the position of 
one of the greatest territorial mag- 
nates of the United Kingdom. 
His 


coming of age was celebrated in Paris 
by festivities which gave bitter of- 
fence in Scotland. 
A greater clamor 


was raised when, in 1879. he sold, for 
half a million pounds, the bulk of the 
magnificent art treasures which had 
been carefully collected by his ances- 
tors. His relations with his tenantry 
were conducted on the basis that what- 
ever a nobleman wished to do was 
right The evictions at Arran scarcely 
sustained tbe traditions of a historic 
name, but he bred horses with great 
assiduity, and was for a time the own- 
er of the yacht Thistle. 


On his death, m May, 1895. the 


estates were left in a chaotic condition. 
He had married in December, 1873, 
Lady Mary Louise Elizabeth Montagu, 
eldest daughter of the seventh Duke 
of Manchester, by whom he had an 
only child, a daughter. 


The title consequently reverted to 


the eldest Hamilton in the male line. 
This would have been his brother, 
Charles George Archibald, had that 
young man been living. But Charles 
had—ostensibly, at least—died in Mar. 
1886. at the age ot thirty. 


The event was announced in the. 


London Times in a cablegram from 
^Biarritz, dated Wednesday, May 5, 
1886, which read, "Lord Charles Ham- 
ilton, brother and heir presumptive to , 
the Duke of Hamilton, died at Nice • 
on Sunday, after a long and painful

The winter circuit of southern Eu-

Banker went after him and 
closed the gap and in the home stretch 
the two were neck and neck, but at 
thirty meters from the tape the Amer- 
ican's front wheel slipped on the track 
and the Italian won by a length, with 
the Belgian third. Five teams started 
in the 2.800 meter tandem, race. At 
the bell Banker and Tomasselli sprint- 
ed away from the field and passed the 
tape with a lead of almost fifty meters 
la 4:15. Pastaire and Lcy«i»ua -were 
second. 


Ball Bearlnc Boiler Gear. 


The invention is a development of 


roller gears such as are used to take 
the place of bevel gears in propelling 
ebainless: bicycles and aims at the re- 
duction of friction between the teeth 
of the driving gear and the pins on the 
pinion. The driving gear has the ap- 
proximate form of an ordinary spur 
gear. The pinion which runs at or near- 
ly at right angles to the gear, is fitted 
with radial studs on its periphery. 
Over each stud is set a cup having a 
circular grocVe around its outer edge 
to form a ball race. A similar cup, 
but inverted in its relation to the stud, 
is placed on the stud above the first 
cup, a row of balls having been placed 
between the two. The outer face o! 
the second cup is countersunk, allow- 
ing the screw which binds the cups to 
the stud to come flush at the head end. 
The two cups .when in place form a 
ball race, which being a little more 
than half a circle, keeps the balls from 
falling out yet allows the balls to pro- 
ject enough to form the contact sur- 
face with the driving gear teeth. The 
balls when the gear is in operation 


roll in two directions; -that !s. they

Automatic Farop. 


It is common in the auto'matic in- 


flator devices attached to the bicycle, 
which have had but partial success, 
to have one or more pump cells built 
into the inner tube of the tire either 


left unsupported or supported by a 
solid piece of rubber. In the 
first 


place the semi-inflation of the inner 
tube prevents the complete pressing to- 
gether of the pump cell walls, while 
the pressure of air In the inner tube 
prevents tte re-expansion of the cell 
and the perfect drawing in of fresh 
air. In the second case the action of 
the pump cell is hindered by the press- 
ing In of its walls on increasing pres- 
sure in the inner tube, and since the 
solid supporting piece displaces 
the 


center of gravity of the wheel from 
the axis successive jars are caused as 
long as the pump is In operation. The 
inflation of a flat tire by this process 
is slow- and uncomfortable by reason 
of the small delivery of the pump and 
the violent shocks. In order to ob- 
viate these objections the Inventor 
places the pump cell outside of the 
mner tube. The tube is contracted for 
a distance at any point, and its walls 
made "heavier along this contracted 
portion so that it there 
possesses 


greater elasticity than at other points. 
In the free space between the con- 
tracted tube and the outer cover lies 
the pump cell which has at one end 
an opening Into the inner tube and 
the proper valve for the discharging 
of air., At the other end of the cell is 
an opening which is 
extended 
by 


means of a tube through the tire anil 
rim of the wheel. The walls of the 
cell are secured to the inner surface of 
the outer cover and to the inner tube 
so tbat they are automatically ex- 
tended after having been pressed to- 
gether. The walls of the cell may, 
however, be made to have sufficient 
elasticity in themselves to make un- 
necessary their attachment to the 
tube and outer cover. Since the air 
winch the 'Cell 
COulfiuSa is 
forced 


through the delivery valve into the 
inner tube when the pressure of the 
former is only a little higher than tbat 
of tbe air already in the tube, the 
pumping action of the cell is inde- 
pendent of the pressure which may ex- 
ist at any time in the inner tube. The 
elasticity of tbe contracted portion of 
tbe Inner tube will at all times offer 
a certain excess of resisting power, so 
tbat the resistance of 
the 
delivery 


valve will be overcome aud the pump 
cell emptied as long as the tire is suf- 
ficiently pressed together for this pur- 
pose. All these devices are of doubt- 
ful value, as the inventors seem to be 
working on the wrong principle. Tires 
should be so easily repaired that au- 
tomatic pumps would be unnecessary.

ranged a head piate having upturned 
flanges on its ends.

Sev- 
eral cases of this disease in. winter 
have been recently traced by physi- 
cians to this cause. The germs seamed 
to thrive in the heated air of the 
bouse. 
When we remember the 


source froa which tbe soil around 
house piauts is obtained aiui the tsoca- 
mon use of rotted eartb, often from 
malarious swamps, in preparing the 
soil, it is strange that this complaint 
has not baec taade before. 


It is quite possible to have too 


many bouse plants. 
A few blooming 


house plants are a pleasure in tbe liv- 
ing roam, but tha practice of some 
families of filling all the sunny win- 
dows witb boxes of dank earth for the 
cultivation of flowers daring tbe win- 
ter and spring months is not one to ba 
cotnmeaded. 
The 
most essential 


thing in any home is the health and 
comfort of tbe metabsrs of that borne. 
If flowers shut o.ut the sunshine then 
flowers must be given up, however 
delightful their presence is.

is no such objection to a conservatory 
baiU especially for the accommoda- 
tion of plants, though it is possible to 
introduce the germs of malarious 
earth even in this case.

It may be said 
without fearing contradiction, that iU 
resources are far in excess of those o 
any other educational establishment in 
the world, and that it will never need 
to deny itself anything, from a library 
to an observatorj or a laboratory, on 
the ground of expense. It is quite pos- 
sible that when the properties which 
are devoted to its support yield their 
full income it will find it possible to 
abo'ish all fees for tuition and to re- 
duce the charge for board below that 
which a pupil would cost at home. 


IGHT OF A CARNIVOROUS 


AND A HERBIVOROUS DINOSAUR 


We moderns are permitted to wit- < 
,ess a battle between animals which 
uite surpasses in picturesqueness and 
n the bulk and power of the comhat- 
nts any of the contests between ani- 
mals in the arenas of ancient Rome. 
What a boon it would have been to a 
*aes&r if, when he was momentarily 
unpopular, he could have entertained 
the populace with a fight between an 
lerbivorous dinosaur {terrible lizard), 
seventy feet in length, and a carni- 
vorous dinosaur only thirty feet in 
ength. but which was equal in weight 
and strength to three or four of the 
biggest elephants that ever made a 
.mall boy's eyes bulge out at a 
menagerie. 


Parts of the skeleton of ,an herbi- 


vorous dinosaur who died in such a 
contest have just been mounted by the 
paleontologists of the Natural History 
Museum. We have a report ot the 
contest from the only journal pub- 
lished m the dinosaur's time, eight 
million years ago, in the upper Jurassic 
period, of the earth's existence, when 
a great inland sea covering the cen- 
tral part of the Onited States bad its 
western shore in what is now the 
State of Wyoming; where in our own 
day another great animal who roamed 
over the old feeding grounds of the 
dinosaurs, the Amerlcar bison, is be- 
coming extinct. 


This journal of the upper Jurassic 


period was the soft ooze on the shore 
of the lake into which the vast bouy 
of the dinosaur sank and where its 
skeleton was preserved by the harden- 
ing of the ooze as the shore of the 
lake receded The reporters of those 
days were rather slack in their details 
The only evidence we have that this 
herbivorous dinosaur was killed in 
battle is the fact that the bones ot 
the vertebrae ot his tail have been 
lacerated. It is known that the car- 
nivorous dinosaurs ate the herbivor-

Just as the cow is larger than the 


wo?f and the elephant and the hip- 
popotamus aie larger than the tiger 
and the lion, so is the heroivorous din- 
osaur larger than the carnivorous din- 
osaur. Because of Its food the flesh- 
eaung animal is naturally smaller, 
more active and stronger for its size 
than the animal who is a vegetarian. 
O^er two-thirds of the length of the 
herbivorous dinosaur is given up to 
its tail and its neck. Its tail was com- 
paratively as long as a rat's, and prob- 
ably looked like an enlarged rat's tail, 
if you can imagine a rat's tall as long 
as a Broadway cable cai -nd as large 
at its base as a sewer. 


Its neck was like that of an emu, and 


it could move it about in all directions 
with almost equal ease. Its body was 
like that of a great lozenge. Probably 
its skin and its color resembled those 
of a rhinocerous, though that is a mat- 
ter of speculation. Perhaps its tail 
was somewhat armored, like the croco- 
dile's. Scientists know that it was a 
vegetarian because of its teeth, which 
are not made for tearing flesh but for 
grinding. Probably its mo sth, in size 
of teeth and in capacity, was no larger 
than that of a horse. Its eyes were 
small but good. It was sure not to suf- 
fer from nervous prostration, for it 
was as short on brain and nerve as 
it was long on bulk. 


Scientists know that it spent a great 


deal of its time in the water, because 
its legs were partly cartilaginous. If 
it had been on land all the time they 
would ha\e ossified in order to have 


the approach of as enemy in time, *o 
he could move into position to re- 


it with hik tail, for that was bi» 


sole hope. Though it moved slowly, 
instead of facing his adversary, as the 
modern animal does, be kept iua back 
toward the adversary, watching ita 
movements with his head turned on 
one side, 


His greatest enemy was the carniv- 


orous dinosaur, which had for the 
herbivorous dinosaur that same an- 
tipathy that the tiger has for the ele- 
phant. The tiger attacks an elephant 
as readily as it attacks a deer, which 
is easier prey and better eating. So 
the carnivorous dinosaur, though there 
were plenty of succulent small animals 
upon which it could feed, enjoyed a 
battle rojal with an enemy which was 
worthy of its steel. In structure he 
was an abbreviated herbivorous dino- 
saur, abbreviated at both ends and 
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particularly in the neck. He had the 
sharp tearing teeth of the flesh-eating 
animal. In shape like a kangaroo, ne 
could also rear up on his hind quar- 
ters and fight according to the kanga- 
roo's methods. His tmd legs were 
bigger and stronger than, his front 
legs. Possibly in a fight he might have 
used the claws ot both legs in tear- 
ing in something the same manner as 
felines, while he crushed his iacisors 
into the body of his victim. 


Professor Osborne thinks that the 


shores of the great inland sea, where 
the herbivorous dinosaur, whose hones 
are now under a glass case ia the 
museum had his habitat, were much 
the same as that of upper St John's 
river in Florida, with a relatively firm 
bottom gently graded to all depths, 
supporting 9. rich aquatic Tegetatloa, 
and with banks bordered by sloping 
shallows of sand. Many of his fellow 
creatures must have resembled the 
fauna, which are found on the shores 
of the Amazon, today, including other 
wonoeriul cred,i,urt!a whose tones alone

range of probabilities that after hav- 
ing killed this herbivorous dinosaur— 
which is the largest animal that eve- 
existed, so far as we know—the <••»•- 
nivorous dinosaur proceeded to lunch 
off his tail. The meat next the boae 
is accorded to be the best, and in get- 
ting at it the carnivorous dinosaur rip- 
ped off portions of the vertebrae with 
his strong claws. It was the indefat- 
igable Dr J L Wortiuan of the Jfale- 
ontologscal department who found the 
bones of the herbivorous dinosaur in 
the Bad Lands 
o£ Wyoming, 
but 


neither he nor Professor Osborn, -ftho 
is at the head of the department, will 
say with any certainty that it was kill- 
ed in battle 
The scientist does not 


rnmrmf himwlf until he is certain o! 
his proofs at hand. It is indisputable, 
however, that battles did take place 
between these great animals, and 
enough is known of them now to make 
it possible to portray the nature ot 
them. 


The skeleton of this kind of hsrb- 


ivokons dinosaur was first put together 
from fragments by Professor Marsh 
of Yale, and fragments of him have 
been found in Europe, Asia, Africa and 
even Australia, but the best specimens 
have come from America. In the Bad 
Lands of the West their boaes. He side 
by side with those of the bison. The 
first that was seen of him -was his 
tracks, like those of a liiard, which 
were found in the New England states. 
It was then thought that they were 
made by some great prehistoric mrd. 
Indeed, from these tracks some anato- 
mists attempted to build up the whole 
structure of the bird that had made 
them. It was Professor Marsh who 
first proved conclusively to the con- 
trary. The length ot the dinosaur that 
he set up was some sixty test 


Dr. Wortman's discovery shows that 


an herbivorous dinosaur may have at- 
tained the length ot seventy or eighty 
feet. Professor Marsh mode the tail 
out to be about twenty-four feet. Dr. 
Wortman found vertebrae of th? tall 
much larger than any in the Marsh 
skeleton, which would Increase the 
length ot the tall to at Icaat thirty

supported its weight. Its feet were 
like those of a lizard. It could swim 
rapidly, using its tail as a propeller. 
On the shallow bottom it, no doubt, 
could rest on its tail and hind legs, 
something like a kangaroo, thus giving 
its long neck a great radius of reach; 
but it could not do this on land. Its 
movement on land must have been 
extremely sluggish, as was its whole 
nature. It resembled in its phlegm a 
stall-fed old cow.

munching on the tropical vegetation ot 
the time. The wonder is how it could 
spare any time from eating to sleep. 
Filling his great stomach through his 
crane-like neck was as tedious work as 
filling a hogshead through a straw. 
There was plenty of food m sight He 
did not have to move auuu<, w get »«. 
like a carnivorous animal. It was only 
a question of how much he could eat 
of it in a given time, and, therefore, 
he had no need of activity. The fe- 
male dragged her great bulk on the 
shore to lay her eees in the sand. The 
eggs must have been as large as an 
ostrich's body. 


His neck was at the mercy of any 


carnivorous animal with sharp teeth. 
It is probable that if the bulldog o! to- 
day could have gotten a good grip ou 
ts throat he would have finished it in 
short order. His bite would have been 
no more effective than a cow's. 


In fact, if he struck with his head 


probably he would have injured him- 
self more than his adversary. He was 


a crocodile His sole arm of defense 
was his tall. When you consider that 
a crocodile can easily sweep a man 
off his feet with a 3asa ot his tail, the 
power of the herbivorous dinosaur's 
tall may bo conceived. Probably he 
would have had little trouble in knock- 
ing a Pullman car off the track. The 
range of the end of his tail must have 
been a gr«nt deal more than a half 
circle. Doubtless with a single fair 
blow he could kill any carnivorous 
animal that existed In his time. 


No animal could safely attack him 


from behind, and the ease with which 
he co>tld keep watch, owing to his Ion) 
neck, ought to have forewarned him o 


tell us of their existence 
Probably 


few dinosaurs ever reached the size 
of this one. 


On the day of his death we may pre- 


sume that he had clambered ashore 
much in the same manner aa the al- 
ligators do in Florida today. His wart- 
covered eyelids were blinking in, the 
sun. His body was , covered 
with 


slime. He was craning forward his 
great neck at a height ot ten or fifteen 
feet from the ground, looking for a 
soft place to lie in the sand. But he 
was a little sleepy and did not see the 
two carnivorous dinosaurs who were 
lying in ambush behind the thick foli- 
age. Espying some sweet shoots -at 
the top of a tree he reached up to 
munch them.

rlous acts passed in coanecUon 
restrictions on trades aad profession* 
and in some cases aa element of hu- 
mor enters into the» when Judged by 
the standards ot today, «ays the Corn- 
hill Magazine. The »ant of confidence 
in lawyer*, which rightly or wrengly 
is somewhat commonly entertained, ia 
at least as old as the times ot Hen- 
ry VI., for an act was passed in 1461 
to reduce the aumber of attorneys in j 
the eastern counties. The act shows . 
that there were upward of eighty such . _ 
_^ 


in Norfolk and Suffolk and their nnm- L»Ue77tyWiojry' 
bers were mercilessly reduced to six'-' 
in Norfolk, six in Suffolk and two in 
Norwich. A statute of Henry VII. 
(U89) enacted that no butcher should 
slaughter cattle in any walled town, a 
restriction likewise extended to Cam- 
bridge. As though the gambling of 
the South Sea Bubble period had cast 
its shadow before, an act of 1697 strove 
to limit the number and restrain the 
211 practices of brokers and stock job- 
bers and after the disasters of that 
time another act in 1734 aimed at pre- 
venting certain "infamous" 'practices 
of stock-jobbing. A law not of restric- 
tion but of relief was that of 1712, ex- 
empting apothecaries from filling the 
offices of constable, scavenger 
and 


other parish duties and from liability 
of being called upon to act on juries. 
A bill that passed into law in 1723 pro- 
vided against journeymen shoemakers 
pawning boots, shoes, leather or other 
materials, and established rules for 
regulating them. The matter of ser- 
vants' certificates of character is still 
a burning question and an act of 1792 
sought to prevent the fraud ct coun- 
terfeiting thenu Several laws passed 
in England, and Scotland had empow- 
ered justices of the peace to fix the 
wages and piece work of artificers and 
other workers, and this arbitrary pow- 
er was withdrawn under George IIL 
(1S13).

A great many people nowadays are 


making collections of baskets, says 
the New York Times. It seems to be 
pecessary once in awhile to g«t a new 
.•ad, the old ones having been run into 
vW ground. The basket fad is an ex- 
pensive one, and there' is a -wider 
range in it t&an many people might 
think. There are a great variety of 
Indian baskets; some of them are very 
*aref ana the Indians will not dupli- 
cate them. A man sent $25 Into a 
store the other day and asked if they 
would send him as good a collection as 
they could of the baskets of the In- 
dians of the northwest, of which, they 
hav**raany -varieties. One ot these 
baskets, a very large on«. as large as 
a small clothes hamper, and the larg- 
est mac>, was sold the other day for 
|32. It was made by an Indian woman 
of the Klickltat tribe; it took her two 
years to make it, and it was not fin- 
ished when sold. There is a peculiar 
superstition about finishing baskets, 
and a woman under a certain age will 
not finish one because of the bad luck 
it will bring her. The last strand of 
this big basket was cut off and left 
unfinished. The basket was not only 
the largest made, but the KHckitat Inf 
aians are no longer making baskets. 
There are some bottles covered with 
bead-work by the Alaska Indians, a 
most interesting Alaska doll that sells 
for |2, and a wooden canoe made b,y 
the Alaskans. One ot the interesting 
baskets of the Indians of the north- 
western part of this country is the rat- 
tlesnake basket, but it is difficult to 
get one. The woman who makes a 
business of collecting baskets worked 
for a long while with an old squaw to 
persuade her to make some, and got 
her promise, but even after that she 
refused to make them.

rabbit's ej e into tie human organ to re 
store sight 
The patient is a woman 


about 30 years old, wiose home is in 
North Dakota. She has been b'ind in 
one eye for 15 years and in the other 
for six years Both eyes •were totallj 
b'ind, and these operations were ds- 
te^mmcd upon as a last resorl by Dr 
Ivohler 


About a week after the operation on 


the first eye an examination was made 
cf the eye It presented a naturat ap- 
pearance, and it was found thata^eom- 
p'ete and thorough union bad been ef- 
fected between tihe original and en 
grafted portions 


The second e^e was then prepared for 


operation An etam'nat'on showed tna* 
a large' portion of this organ had to be 
removed than from the first eye, as the 
disease was deeper Every particle of 
tiie diseased organ was removed and a 
similar portion taken from the healthy 
eye of the animal. Some days must nec- 
essarily pass before it is known •whether 
Sight has been restored in this instance, j 
but uot a person who saw the operation ' 
doubts for a moment that success will 
meet the specialist's efforts and that 
the young woman will see.

dha to Soga-no-Inam«, who turned his 
country house into a Buddhist temple, 
the first on Japanese soil. A pesti- 
lence broke out shortly after this, and 
the Shintoists stirred lip the people, 
saying that tTie image had caused the 
disease.
